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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-24, and 28-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claims 1 f 17, 21 , 28, 30, and 33, none of the references, either 
singularly or in combination, teach or fairly suggest the elements of displaying a 
multilink providing a logical point of access to a plurality of distinct files, each of the 
plurality of files differing from others of the plurality of distinct files, each of the plurality 
of distinct files having a respective electronic address, each being associated with the 
multilink, each of the electronic addresses being contained in a file at the client 
computer, the file containing the electronic addresses of the distinct files being 
interpretable to display the multilink. Furthermore, none of the references, either 
singularly or in combination, teach or fairly suggest the element of generating a menu of 
options in response to a selection of a multilink, each option of the menu of options 
being associated with at least one of the plurality of files. 

As indicated in both the Specification and Applicant's Remarks dated 1 1/29/05, 
multiple different files may be retrieved upon selection of a single hyperlink (referred to 
as a multilink). A single link retrieves multiple distinct files, such that there is a one-to- 
many relationship between a hyperlink and distinct files. Multiple distinct files is 
intended to mean a plurality of files differing from others of the plurality of distinct files. 

Hida teaches a link object where the link object corresponds to a plurality of link 
destinations; however, the addresses correspond to only a single file, not a plurality of 
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distinct files, each of the files differing from others of the plurality of distinct files. Hida 
teaches multiple destination addresses stemming from a link object, but does not teach 
the files is distinct. In other words, Hida's files are "identical" with different addresses 
but the files themselves are not distinct. Thus Hida does not fairly teach displaying a 
multilink providing a logical point of access to a plurality of distinct files, each of the 
plurality of files differing from others of the plurality of distinct files, each of the plurality 
of distinct files having a respective electronic address, each being associated with the 
multilink, each of the electronic addresses being contained in a file at the client 
computer, the file containing the electronic addresses of the distinct files being 
interpretable to display the multilink. 

Mizuno teaches a link display method in which a menu item of the pop up menu 
displays a relationship between a link source and a link destination allowing a user to 
select a link; however, Mizuno does not disclose displaying a multilink providing a 
logical point of access to a plurality of distinct files, each of the plurality of files differing 
from others of the plurality of distinct files, each of the plurality of distinct files having a 
respective electronic address, each being associated with the multilink, each of the 
electronic addresses being contained in a file at the client computer, the file containing 
the electronic addresses of the distinct files being interpretable to display the multilink. 
Mizuno teaches performing link operations from a pop-up menu but does not fairly teach 
a multilink providing a logical point of access to a plurality of distinct files. 

Therefore claims 1 , 3-24, and 28-35 are in condition of allowance.
